Jfot Personal Vengeance 


Forsaking the theory of vengeance 


as Orchard's motive for the murder 
of former Governor Steunenberg, E. 
P. Richardson argued that Orchard 
was in the employ of the Pinkerton 
detective agency 
when

Steunenberg, and that.the murder was 
;\ part of a,conspiracy to hang. Hay- 
wood. 


This sudden departure was fol-

After reading lengthy extracts from 


the Denver newspapers printed at the 
timo of the ari-est of Orchard, all of 
which, he said, showed . the hand of 
the Pinkerton. detective agency in. an 
endeavor to .link the name of the 
Wesci-rn Fedaratlon of ^Miners with 
the murder,

Witho'ut a word he fired 
his revolver into her body, and wjien 
she. lay prostrate on the sidewalk, he 
emptied his gun at A. R. Spicer, the 
manager of. the store, who sought to 
protect the woman, from the man's 
murderous assault. 


"It's Charley Warren." 


When the first bullet flashed its 


mission of death, Miss Norling reeled, 
turned and recognized, the man with 
the revolver. 


It's. Charley Warren. He shot 


me." she gasped. Then she dropped, 
blood spurting from her wounds, and 
exciting the pedestrians to frenzy.

Pedro could be; seen floating . away 
from" the' Columbia, and the rush of 
the water into our vessel made a noise 
that was heard above the din of the 
crazed crowd. •• The :crew was at the 
boats, cutting. and "slashing' at 
the 


lashings, and doing their utmost to 
launch them while the frenzied pas- 
sengers ran •. every where begging to 
be saved. 
Some kneeled on the deck 


and- said their -.-lasf 
prayers, 
men 


clasped their wives in their arms, and 
mothers gathered their children about 
them. 
"We waited only for the end 


which, by intuition, we all 'knew was 
at hand. 
/ 


"Only the' captain remained, cool 


among all that number. He stood on 
the bridge, his arms stretched wide, 
and above all the other noises rose- 
the roar of his voice: begging 
the 


people to be calm and to- permit the 
launching of the lifeboats and rafts. 
He was a heroic figure, standing, there 
alone on "the bridge in the gloom and 
darkness of the night. 


Jjiko Maniacs to Be Saved. 


."But his entreaties availed very lit- 


tle. 
People fought .like maniacs for 


places in the boats, and piled into 
them before the sailors had loosened 
the falls. . Those who 'could' not find

After it, she 
took on the spirit of progress, and plunged into provid- 
ing betterments with a vim never expected of her. But 
her plunging was not reckless, for hard-headed business 
men figured it out in the most conservative manner that 
for every dollar spent in-public improvements, the tax 
increase would provide sufficient money to meet interest 
and sinking fund chargae, and to give the city an invest- 
ment income upon the expenditure. 


In her way, and in proportion, Reno needs'bettar- 


ments just as much as did Baltimore, and while the ac- 
tion of the counbilmanic caucus is appreciated, and will 
be commended, appreciation "and commendation would 
be more generous had the •council gone the full length 
of Mayor Kirman's ideas.

The wealth of Nevada has just been 


materially increased by the discovery 
of cinnabar in quantities so large that 
no estimate of their 'extent will tie 
hazarded by the 
discoverer, J. H. 


O'Brien/ f ormefly of Boulder, but now 
of WDnder, who modestly and sensir 
bly contents himself 
with " telling 


where! the discovery was made, and, 
s» far as he knows, its extent, leaving 
the estimating of its value -to others. 


The scene of this .very important 


and rich strike is the old lone dis- 
trict, now .known as the. Union min- 
ing district, which lies 90 miles to 
the north p£ Tonopah, and 70 miles 
south of Wonder.'; In this Old district, 
long since- given up almost entirely to 
stock .raising, a. few prospectors have 
been diligently digging into the vari- 
ous formations for what .nature migh't 
have hidden there, and among these, 
last January, was -O'Brien, ' 
during 


which month he found the deposits 
in question, and located 4 80. acres. . 


The Ledge Formation. 


The material in which the valuable 


product is found consists of quartzite, 
lime and porphyry, which, by the way, 
is not in ledge formation, but more in 
the form of a great deposit without 
regularity or definition. The formation 
containing the cinnabar is traced for 
a strip of about two miles in length, 
and it is along this that the -ground 
has been located. 


Some gold is also found in con- 


nection with the cinnabar, which oc- 
curs' in both mercurial sulphide and 
the pure globeulas, and can be panned 
all over the surface of the territory 
located, in the same manner that gold 
would be. 
In the formations men- 


tioned, the cinnabar is found to the 
extent of 55 per cent. 


: This statement sounds very large, 
it is true, but, on- the other hand, 
some specimens have been brought to 
Reno, -and are now in the possession 


.-•of Andy Hample, which bear out the 


assertion concerning the values. 


Zone of Great Extent 


"'Considerable work lias already been 


• '. done"on the property, : among which 


a 30-foot shaft has been driven, and 
a crosscut from this, 15 feet in- 'ex- 
tent, proves, so far as it has gone, the 
estimates made from surface pros- 


- pecting1, and there seems no reason to 
" doubt, the .fact that the discoverer has 


inaJe no mistake iu the extent of his 
discovery, because his surface investi- 
gations have been such as any miner 
would make, and are thorough as 
possible in the short time which has 
elapsed since the discovery was made. 
T3->" has trenched the surface across 
the ground prospected, and has found 
that the values stated exist in its en- 
tire zone, which covers a witdh of 
from 300 to. 400 feet in width, within 
which the soil and morg solid forma- 
tions encountered, pan quicksilver just 
as gold would be panned, and in 
quantity.

Tho dimensions given of the cinna- 
bar zone so far as it is now known to 
exist in the district, make the field;

Are Few Mines In World. 


The fact that only a ~few cinnabar 


mines ar? known to exist in the world, 
adds, naturally, to the importance of 
tho discovery. 


The nearest cinnabar mine to the 


present discovery is that of Cambria 
in the Cascade range of California, 
w.hich has been in working for a. great 
many years, and has produced an im- 
mense quantity. The only otter mines 
known of in the United States are in 
Texas, north and west ; of El Paso, 
which have been, and still are, heavy 
producers. The others , whose discov- 
er-/ is very old. have been turninr out 
quicksilver for over 400 years. They 
are located in Spain. 


: As soon becomes apparent on in- 


vestigation of the subject, wherever 
the metal has been found its supply 
has, so far as known, been inexhausti- 
ble, as none of the mines referred to 
have been worked- out, and this gives 
strong reason ;f or believing that the 
district just discovered in Nevada will 
prove to be as permanent as it is 
extensive; t 
,r 


Nature Has Been illiberal. 


The region in which the discovery 


was ;made contains ah .abundance oE 
water of good quality, ,anj there is 
plenty of timber for mining- purposes, 
and the company which "has been 
formed for tha working of the mines 
and 'the marketing of their product, 
the Nevada Quicksilver Mining Com- 
pany, has many things in its favor. 


The material containing quicksilver 


is°now being hoisted from the 30-foot

6,000 odd .feet of 


workings in the Commonwealth, 17 
miles south of Reno. 


Sunday 
s. Journal Representative 


visited the mine, and by the courtesy 
of Manager Clapp, was shown every- 
thing seeable, from the 20-tpn ore: 
shipment in a box car on theT'mine 
siding, to the immense ore bodies 
uncovered by. the various stope.s, crossr 
cuts and tunnels of the mine itself, 
and, 
it may be added. Incidentally, 


that the .whole stupendous- wealth of 
mineral, i which includes gold, silver, 
lead, copper, antimony, zinc, arsenic, 
iron and sulphur, was viewed with 
no little surprise, owing to the fact 
that it lies so close to Reno, and that 
practically nothing—at least nothing 
proportionate to its importance—has 
ever been said concerning it. 


Mill.Is a Model 


The mill, which is within a few 


steps of the little V. &. T. station 
known as Galena, is almost a perfect 
model in the economy of its arrange- 
ment 
and 
economic- possibilities. 


Driven by water power supplied by 
means of a ditc-h, discharging.into ii 
pipe on the hill top far above the 
mill, the four sets of roll crushers are 
capable of handling 350 tons of the 
mine product daily, and owing to the 
nicely arranged and planned pump- 
suction tanks, elevators and jiggers, 
the various metals, at least those of 
the largest proportionate parts, con- 
tained in the.rock, are separated and 
saved. Very largely this is a system 
based upon the varying specific gravi- 
ties of .the metals themselves, as the 
concentrator tables will show while 
in action, as the various products 
may be seen in Iqng, different color- 
ed- strings, on their, way along the 
table-top.

Although the mill was not in opera- 


tion .at the time the Journal repi;e- 
sentative . called, 
Manager 
Clapp 


obligingly turned the water valves, 
setting the whole complicated. ma- 
chinery arrangement :in motion, ex- 
plaining its working in detail, from 
top to bottom while it was running. 


After the mill had been inspected, 


the mine was visited. 


, Mine Well Equipped 


The tunnel, 
through which 
the 


various workings are reached, ami 
the product of the mine brought to 
mill, extends back into the mountain 
some 1500, feet, tracked, .and equip- 
ped with Ithe ore cors throughout, 
and , being Mtself -cut through \ solid 
bodies of ore a great part of its 
length. 


The flickering- candle light showed 


millions of gleaming metallic points 
on» every side, and the walls and 
roofs of many 'of^the slopes, gleamed

Great ledges of almost pure metal,

schutes, were .reached by. means of

Some Giant Ledges 


From the tunnel level to the out- 


crop of the big ledges on the surface- 
of the hill, over 500 feet above the 
leads of the party'-standing in the
